Delaware laws are somewhat Dracon- 
ian ns a rule, but it will hardly be 
claimed that iu fixing the death penalty 
for kidnaping the Legislature of that 
State has taken a too serious view of the 
orime.

It is the result of a 
coiif^lication of fanatic emotions and 
weak heads, peculiarly femiuiue in its 
manifestations. From;raiding saloons, 
the affiitoted women have proceeded to 
the viTeckiug of drug stores aud the 
C4}minisaiuu of other excixises. It is a 
deplorable spectacle for the public to 
contemplate, but it calls for pity rather 
4,han indignation. The minds of these 
women are temporarily uubalancefl by a 
tyjie of hysteria, bordering on domeuBa, 
Ilf which destrncUveness is a symptom. 
The creatares should be restrained — not 
;th enminais, but as In-e^iponsibte vi^iins 
of mental and n^vous lualadB*.
